AS IT NOW STANDS 


DEMOCRATIC MAJORITY MEASURE 


WILL BE .ACTED 


UPON. 


VOTE MAY BE TONIGHT 


Compromise in Some Respects Brings 


About Harmonious Action on 


the Question.

Washington, Dec. 19.—The senate to- 


day finally rejected the central banks 
plan by voting down such a substitute 
for the administration 
currency 
bill 
presented by Senator Burton. It was 
voted down without a roll call. 
The senate then, in committee of the 
whole, adopted without a roll call, the 
administration currency bill as framed 
by the democratic caucus and offered 
by Senator Owen as a substitute for 
the house bill. 
In this form the measure went be- 
fore the senate for a final vote. 
A complete reform of the vast and 
complicated 
machinery 
of 
finance, 
banking and currency will be accom- 
plished by the bill. 
Its fundamental 
provisions are: 
The issue of currency guaranteed by 
the government based upon notes and 
bills representing commercial transac- 
tions and. backed by a gold reserve. 
The new currency is expected to con- 
tract and expand to meet the varied 
demands of trade. 
The concentration of the bank re- 
serves of the country in regional in- 
stitutions capitalized by the banks of 
the country and controlled by directors 
elected by banks. 
The creation of a market for the 
negotiable commercial 
paper, which 
forms the bulk of the assets of the 
banks, where, in time of stress, these 
assets may be easily and without loss 
transformed into cash. 
The establishment of from eight to 
twelve great regional banks through- 
out the country which will issue cur- 
rency, rediscount paper and centralize 
and mobilize the reserves of the local 
banks. 
The creation of a federal 
reserve 
board of seven members appointed by 
the president with final powers of con- 
trol and .supervision over the entire 
system. 
In the foregoing general principles 
the bill is practically the same as that 
passed the house. But in phraseology 
and more or less 
important 
details 
hundreds of changes have been made 
by the senate. 
It 
is 
expected 
unless 
unforseen 
obstacles 
are 
unencountered 
the 
new currency bill will pass the senate 
before it adjourns tonight. Democrat- 
ic leaders had the bill in such a posi- 
tion at the closing moments of last 
night's session that they might have 
passed it with an hour or two of de- 
bate. They were confident of guiding 
the deliberations today so that the 
long debated measure would pass by 
a safe majority, and go to conference 
•with the house, where, with, prompt 
action leaders expect to see the new 
bill ready for President Wilson's .sig- 
nature by Tuesday at the latest. 
Most of the differences between the 
two houses may be said to have been 
largely ironed out in advance. 
Major- 
ity Leader Underwood in the house is 
authority for the statement that only 
two or three serious points of differ- 
ence remain and they are not expected 
to prolong the conference. One of the 
most important points of differences 
concerns when the new currency sys- 
tem shall go into operation. The house 
bill proposed that it become effective 
within three months of the passage of 
the bill. 
The senate 
bill says "as 
soon as convenient." 
Administration 
leaders believed the senate provision 
will prevail. 


As one provision of the senate bill 
extends the Aldrich-Vreeland law to 
operate during the transition period, 
officials expect to see the new system 
working very smoothly while reserves 
are being shifted and conditions are 
changing to meet the new law. Secre- 
tary McAdoo has announced that the 
federal treasury will be ready with its 
millions to help the transformation in 
every way. 


Settlement of the remaining details 
was begun as soon as the senate as- 
sembled. 
A combination 
of amend- 
ments by Senators 
Crawford. Owen 
and Nelson broadened the section to 
allow national banks to loan on five 
year farm 
mortgages. The 
amend- 
ment would permit 
central 
reserve, 
city and country banks to loan one- 
third of their time deposits or twenty- 
live percent of their capital and sur- 
plus on such security. Senator Nelson 
succeeded in getting into the bill a 
provision that such hanks may con- 
tinue to receive time deposits and pay- 
interest on them, a procedure at pres- 
ent a technical violation of the law. 
The democrats voted down a propo- 
sal by Senator Crawford to prohibit 
interlocking directorates in banks in 
the new system.

Shai Kai Meets His Approval 


—To Set Date for 
Ter- 


mination of Body.

Pekin, Dec. 19.—A mandate issued 
by President Yuan Shai Kai today ex 
presses full approval of a petition sug- 
gesting the definite termination of the 
Chinese parliament. The petition pur 
ports to come from General Li Yur 
Heng, vice president of the republic 
and is signed by the military and civil 
governors of all the provinces. 
The 


Chinese parliament met for the first 
time on April 8th this year, but was 
never 
afterwards 
able to bring to 
vether a quorum of its members. The 
Round-Robin advising the 
president 


to dissolve it 
permanently says in 
part: 


"The Chinese parliament 
enacted 


no important law in the seen month, 
of its existence and will not do so il 
it be permitted to continue for one 
hundred years. 


"Vice President Li Yun Heng and 
other prominent citizens of the repub- 
lic cannot continue to remain silent 
while the country goes to destruction 
"The administrative 
council 
now 
convened in Pekin is a more useful 
body than the old parliament. 
The 
council is similar to the convention 
formed by the thirteen states which 
assisted George Washington in the re- 
vision of the American constitution. 


"We and the whole of the Chinese 
people disapprove of the conduct ot 
the bad members of parliament. For- 
eigners 
likewise 
disapprove 
of it. 


Therefore the president ot the repub- 
lic need not hesitate. 
President Yuan Sha Kai has sub- 


mitted the question ?.o the administra- 
tive council which ' was 
formed on 


Nov. 
11 by the president. 
It has sev- 


enty-one members, including cabinet 
officers and others appointed by the 
president and the provincial govern- 
ors.

Report States Washington Officials to 


Grant Needed Concessions to 


Let Up on Roads in Rate 


Fixing. 


According to a Washington dispatch 
received here the United States Inter- 
state 
Commerce 
Commission 
and 
President Wilson are in favor of grant- 
ing concessions to the railroads for 
increasing their freight tariffs five per 
cent. This raise in rates is the result 
of many of the failures of the big 
roads of the company to show a profit 
because of rigid rate fixing by the 
commissions. 
This is true of the eastern lines be- 
tween the Mississippi river and the 
Atlantic coast and north of the Ohio 
river. 


A majority of the interstate com- 
merce commission is convinced of the 
necessity of "doing something" for the 
roads. The president lian also taken 
up the question and 
personally an- 
alysed the reports of railroad earnings 
and expenses. 


President Has Figures. 
One of the railroad experts of the 
government went to the White House 
this week with statistics. 
He found 
President Wilson had worked out the 
figures for himself 
and 
knew more 
about them than the expert. 
The president is deeply concerned 
over the widespread report of poor 
business in many industries. 
He re- 
marked that railroads 
cannot order 
requisite rails, steel'cars and improve- 
ments unless they can earn the money 
to pay for them. With credit impaired 
they cannot borrow. 
Rests With Commission. 
The decision as to rates rests with 
the interstate commerce commission. 
They are not unanimous, but it has 
been decided to hasten the hearings 
and the decisions and this in itself in- 
dicates the commissioners are going to 
"let up on the railroads a little," for 
the sake of general prosperity, as one 
of them expressed it.

one half and in many of 
them the amount of reduction is far 
more. And the money which last year 
went to the express companies, this 
year goes 
to the people themselves. 
Say for instance, that you live in Bal- 
timore, and want to send four nonnds 
of candy to some one in Xew York as 
a Christmas remembrance, L/ast year, 
it would have cost you. mailed, one 
cent an ounce. It would have cost you 
sixty-four cents to send four pounds 
by mail. 
By express it would have 
cost you for the same distance, forty 
cents—the expressage from Baltimore 
to New York for anything weighing 
less than five pounds. By expressing 
it, then, you 
would have saved 24 
cents last year. 
You want to send a 
similar gift 
this year. 
The express 
rate is the same as before—40 cents 
for 
packages 
weighing up to five 
pounds. You turn to the postal rates. 
You find a difference in rate, and it 
is a difference that is going to save 
you and everyone else a lot of money 
this Christmas, for you don't have to 
pay a 64 cent rate, as last year when 
you mailed it. and you don't have to 
pay a 40 cent rate, as you did when 
you expressed it last year. 
You pay 


eight cents, just one eighth of what it 
cost 
you before 
to send the four 
pounds, five cents for the first pound 
and one cent a pound for every addi- 
tional pound. .What is more, this year 
you 
can send 
five pounds or fifty 
pounds, whereas last year vou couldn't 
persuade 
any 
postmaster 
in 
the 


countrv to send a package if it. weigh- 
ed a fraction over four pounds. 


To 
express 
a four pound box of 


candy from 
St. Paul to Xew York 


would cost 
?r> cents, more than to 
have mailed it last year. 
Xow. by 


mailing the package,'you save your- 
self just 3S cents, a little more "than 
half of the express rate. 
Next year, 


thanks to the sweeping reductions in 
parcel post rates, the same package 
will cost only thirty-three cents, a sav- 
ing fortv-two cents over the express 
rate. 
The new parcel nost rates wlil ] 


become effective Xew Year's Dav.
